Snow and ice glazed highways 
across Pennsylvania at the mid­ 
point of the combination Thanks­ 
giving holiday and weekend per­ 
iod boosting the death toll on the 
highways of the state. 
A survey by United Press In­ 
ternational showed at least 13 per­ 
sons had lost their lives in traf­ 
fic mishaps in the state since 6 
p.m. Wednesday. 
At least two of the deaths were 
the result of the first full-scale 
snow 
storm of the winter.

In Dauphin County 
another woman was killed when 
the car in which she was riding, 
slid into a bus near Harrisburg.
